1 . DEPT. RAISED SUBSTANCE OF REFTELS WITH EDWARD 
DELAROSA, INTER-AMERICAN FOUNDATION OFFICIAL RESPONSIBLE 
FOR BRAZIL. DELAROSA CONFIRMED THAT HE AND IAF PRESIDENT 
DYAL HAD VISITED SUBIN DIRECTOR ABOUT TWO MONTHS AGO, BUT 
HIS ACCOUNT OF DISCUSSION VARIES CONSIDERABLY FROM THAT 
CONTAINED IN AIDE MEMOIRE. DELAROSA SAID CONVERSATION WAS 
CORDIAL; THAT SUBIN THOUGHT IAF'S PROGRAM WAS GOOD, THOUGH 
SOME CONCERN EXPRESSED ABOUT THE "BLACK CULTURE" PROJECTS. 

IAF HAD PROMISED TO VISIT SUBIN AGAIN WITH MORE STAFF 
MEMBERS TO DISCUSS WHOLE PROGRAM, WITH EMPHASIS ON "BLACK 
CULTURE" PROJECTS. DELAROSA WAS SURPRISED TO LEARN 

SUB IN'S CONCERN RAN SO DEEPLY, AS EVIDENCED BY SUSPENSION 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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OF IAF'S ACTIVITIES, AS HE INSISTED THAT SUBIN HAD NOT 
REPEAT NOT ASKED TO VET PROJECTS BEFOREHAND. MAYBE, HE 
ALLOWED, THERE HAD BEEN A MISUNDERSTANDING. 

2. DEPT HAS GIVEN SANITIZED COPIES OF REFTELS TO 
DELARO. HE WILL DISCUSS ISSUE WITH BRAZILIAN 
AMBASSADOR IN WASHINGTON AND THEN GO TO BRAZIL FOR TALKS 
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WITH SUBIN. 

3 . DELAROSA STATED THAT SEVERAL OTHER LATIN AMERICAN/ 

CARIBBEAN GOVERNMENTS HAD WISHED PRIOR APPROVAL. IAF, 

HOWEVER, WOULD CHOOSE NOT TO FUNCTION IN THESE COUNTRIES 
RATHER THAN SUBMIT TO PRIOR APPROVAL CONDITION. 

4. AMBASSADOR CRIMMINS HAS SUGGESTED THAT DYAL HIMSELF 
GO TO BRAZIL TO DISCUSS THE FUTURE OF IAF PROGRAM THERE. 

WE ANTICIPATE THAT DYAL WILL BE SPEAKING WITH AMBASSADOR
